What Makes Loynl Ratlway Emploves

So much favorable comment {= heard over
the marner the businesz of the Pennsyl-
vania lines has been handlaed the last few
days that it le<l an observing man to re-
mark yesterday that the prompt movement
of the pay car was an important item. Ile
sald that he knew it to be a fact, based
on the statement of John F. Miller, gen-
eral superintendent of the =outhwestoern
system, that not in the last twenty years
had the pay car failed to be at a certain
point on a certain dayv of each month, and
the pay train did not from month to month
fail to be at such point on the time sched-
uled. The payv trains on the Pennsyvivania
lines are scheduled to run on certain davs,
and, on time a= carefully as eore other
trains, and every employve knows just what
hour of each month he can get his pay.
While all over the country the railway
companies are paying with much greater
regularity than a few years ago, there {s
not on many roads as much pains taken
to have the pay car at certain points reg-
ulariy each month. Another point in favor
of Pennsyivania meithwia is that it is hetter
to reduce the force thin to cut the pay
of the men; consequently throuzh the de-
preszed times the Pennsylvania lines have
made no reduction in pav of trainmen, In
speaking of this ane of the officials said:
“If you :want to cut down your expenses
25 per cent. and have two hundred men,
and can get along with 150 men, it is
much better to let fiftv men go than to
make the 55 per cent. reduction in wages,
as but fifty men are then dissatisfied,
whereas, if vou cut the wages of the two
bundred men there are two hundred ddis-
satisfied emwploves.” An official of another
road who heard the conversation said he
thought that had President Ing:lls  eut
down the number of employes 10 per cent.
